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Carter vows 'fight to last 
vote' for increasing taxes

to support 'split'

Business and trade union interests, 
stung by threat of a lid on growth, anteed 
up $10,585 Thursday in Santa Maria to 
support their bid for the split of Santa 
Barbara County. 
The fund-raising climaxed a series of 
thumping speeches that had an es­ 
timated 200 persons cheering and calling 
for action. 
Most of the audience were from the 
Santa Maria area, but also present were 
about a dozen Lompoc business interests 
including Harley Craig. Craig pledged 
$100 to help the cause. 
Trucking executive George Smith 
shared major speaking roles with Walt 
Rosebrock. publisher of the Santa Maria 
Times Smith kicked off the fund-raising 
with a $500 contribution. Several persons 
made contributions of $1,000 each When 
the show of hands subsidied 
Smith 
picked up the tempo with personal ap­ 
peals. 
“ How about you. Joe?" he said to 
someone he spotted in the audience. "Do 
you want in?" The answer usually was, 
yes. 
The meeting was called by Santa 
Maria Political Action Committee (SM- 
PAC. according to Smith, as a response 
to a declaration this week by First 
District Supervisor David Yager that 


there should be an approximate limit of 
one per cent on growth. 
In his keynote speech, Smith said, "We 
have nothing in common with the south 
county. Our economic lifestyle is being 
threatened with these no-growth 
proposals. The only long term solution is 
to split the county and form a new 
county, Los Padres.” 
A parade of bankers, trade union 
leaders, realty figures and other 
business operators ticked off the 
economic clout of their respective 
businesses and noted the dollars and 
cents impact of a one per cent growth 
lid. The presentations were tough, 
hardhitting and ended with pledges of 
support for the county split proposal 
Smith said SMPAC wanted to raise 
$20,000 to help push the county split 
proposal to an election and declared, 
"W e’re going professional, now.” Later 
in response to a question from this 
reporter on the apparent lag in the peti­ 
tion drive as announced this week, 
declared: "We can put 30 professional 
petition circulators in the field and get 
more than enough signatures." Sources 
close to the proponents’ group, said there 
were about 3,000 signatures this week. 
Split proponents must get 11,400 valid 
signatures on petitions seeking an elec­ 
tion on the question of splitting the 
county and file them by June 10.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter vowed today to "fight ... to the 
last vote in Congress” for authority to 
raise gasoline taxes, by far the most con­ 
troversial element in the tough energy 
conservation program he has proposed 
for the United States. 
Denying he considers the tax a 
bargaining chip that can be thrown 
away, Carter told a nationally televised 
news conference he considers it vital to 
encourage Americans to drive less. Any 
real financial harm from the tax. he 
said, would be balanced by income tax 
credits. 
The President also said he believes his 
plan moves the United States — long 
considered to be trailing other in­ 
dustrialized nations in efforts to solve 
energy problems — into a position of 
world leadership. He called on other na­ 
tions to follow that lead. 
Carter’s gasoline tax is the one item in 
the energy package which many law­ 
makers have said Congress is likely to 
reject. 
" I will fight for it to the last vote in 
Congress.” Carter said. 
" I am deeply committed to the stand­ 
by gas tax as part of a comprehensive, 
well-balanced program. In my opinion, 
the gas tax is a good idea.” 
The President’s proposed levy could 
add as much as 50 cents a gallon to the 
federal tax on gasoline by 1988 The pre­ 
sent tax is four cents. 
Carter described the tax as a sort of 
slap on the wrist for wasteful driving 
habits. If the nation cuts down on its use 
of gasoline there will be no additional 
tax, he said, and even if Americans do 
not conserve they will get the tax money 
back in income tax credits. 
The tax hike would start with 5 cents a 
gallon in 1979 if gasoline consumption in­ 
creases 1 per cent during 1978 It would 
go up a nickel in 1980 if there is another 1 
per cent consumption increase in 1979, 
then increase by five-cent increments 
through 1987 in any year when consump­ 
tion did not fall 2 per cent. 
Asked if any of the money from his 
program would be put into welfare or 
other government programs instead of 
being returned to taxpayers. Carter 
said: " I cannot certify at this time that 
every nickel will be returned I don t 
know what I and the Congress will work 
out in the months ahead ” 


But he said it was the administration's 
"current intention” that most of the gas 
tax would be returned in the form of in­ 
come tax credits. 


The returns, Carter said, would be 
about $25 per person each year for every 
additional nickel of tax. He said if the tax 
was 25 cents—the level it could reach in 
1983 — a family of four driving 10,000 
miles a year in a car that averages 27 
miles per gallon would get back $500 in 
tax credits. 


An estimated 20 persons met in Lom­ 
poc Thursday night to form Taxpayers to 
Preserve Santa Barbara County — an 
organization ostensibly to counter the 
forces that are proposing that the county 
be cut into two parts. 


On hand for the meeting in the home of 
Art Hibbitts were anti-county split in­ 
dividuals from the Santa Ynez-Solvang 
and Santa Maria areas in addition to 
Lompoc. The group elected Maryann 
Marsh president and Sherry Hibbitts. 


treasurer. 
Other key officials will be Dr. Olga 
Howard from Santa Maria; Dorothy 
Brandt of Santa Ynez; and Mary Walsh 
from Lompoc. 


A spokesperson said today, the purpose 
of the group “ is to urge citizens to in­

Burke told city officials that once 
BKB has its building permits, it will take

City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
said the advancement of the project by 
BKB also means that the city must begin 
some pre-development work in the near 
future Site grading and construction of 
a parking lot must be accomplished 
before the construction begins, he said. 


“ The people who drive a lot and still 
have very inefficient autos would lose on 
the deal,” he said. "They would pay 
more .’’ 


Carter said the average American 
automobile today gets 14 miles per 
gallon of gasoline, which he called "a 
gross waste" of fuel. 


The President scheduled his news con­ 
ference to answer questions raised by 
two other televised appearances this 
week — his warning Monday that the na­ 
tion faces an energy crisis as serious as 
war, and his presentation to Congress 
Wednesday of the remedies he feels are 
needed, 


It wrapped up a weeklong energy blitz 
by the administration, and Carter 
seemed pleased. 


Carter said he and his advisers had 
mulled over a variety of options for using 
the gasoline tax money and funds that 
would be collected through other energy 
levies, including a hefty tax on gas- 
guzzling cars. He said the ideas included 
using it to absorb some of the costs of a 
federalized welfare system and other 
federal programs. 


"We also thought about the possibility 
of refunding part of the gasoline tax 
through payroll deductions through 
Social Security,” but decided in the last 
few days "it was better to keep Social 
Security separated from the energy 
tax," Carter said.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter said today he has not decided to 
send tanks to Zaire and it is "highly un­ 
likely" he would order such a move. 
Carter also told his news conference he 
does not expect to make a trip to 
mainland China this year, and does not 
think Chinese leaders will visit the 
United States although " I would certain­ 
ly welcome the Chinese leaders to come 
to Washington to meet with me.” 
Carter said reports that he has decided 
to send tanks to help Zaire President 
Mobutu Sese Seko ward off an invasion 
by Katangan rebels are erroneous and 
were based on a study done before he 
took office. 
"I ’ve made no decision about sending 
tanks to Zaire and I think it’s highly un­ 
likely ..." Carter said. 
He also said the United States has no 
proof that Cuban troops accompanied 
Katangan rebels from Angola into 
Zaire's Shaba Province. 
" I can’t certify to this,” he said. “ Our 
best information is that the Katangans 
have been trained in Angola by the 
Cubans. We have no direct evidence at 
all that there are Cubans in Zaire.” 
Carter said he had sent a message of 
"friendship and good will” to Chinese 
leaders with his son, Chip, and a congres­ 
sional delegation which visited Peking 
earlier this month. 
“ The nature of the message was one 
just of friendship and good will and a 
mutual agrement that it’s in the best in­ 
terests of the world .. to increase com­ 
munication and trade" and to eventually 
establish normal relations, Carter said. 
He said he does not expect to travel to 
China or any other foreign nations this 
year, except for an economic confer­ 
ence in London and a meeting with 
Syrian President Hafez Hassad in 
Geneva. 
Carter was not asked any questions 
about the Soviet Union, or the criticism 
the Communist Party newspaper Pravda 
leveled at him on Thursday. 
But the President said Thursday the 
"right of free speech in the Soviet 
Union” was being enjoyed by the Soviet 
government And Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said Moscow was free to state its 
opinions "no matter how misinformed 
and ridiculous they might be ” 
As Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin and Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance were pursuing a private discourse 
on forthcoming arms limitation talks in 
Geneva, the White House and Kremlin 
traded non-diplomatic verbal darts 
Powell showed no inclination to turn 


the other cheek to Pravda’s accusation 
that Carter has broken the "demagogic 
promises” he made to black voters in 
order to win the election 
"We have long maintained that the 
government of the Soviet Union has the 
perfect right to say what it pleases," 
said Powell. "Neither this administra­ 
tion nor this country has any fear of a 
free discussion of ideas, no matter how 
misinformed or ridiculous they might 
be." 
Pravda said “ J. Carter has geared his 


economic strategy to meeting the in­ 
terests of the biggest monopolies." 
In a sardonic reply. Carter referred to 
“ the right of free speech in the Soviet 
Union, enjoyed in this case by the Soviet 
government.” 
White House officials had little doubt 
that Carter's human rights campaign 
was getting under the skin of the Soviet 
leadership 
Carter’s open defense of 
Soviet dissidents also has annoyed the 
Kremlin with Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko.

Housing element report 
sees more housing needs

Although countywide popula­ 
tion growth rate is expected to 
drop due to iewer births and 
reduced in-migration, numbers 
of households will remain high 
due to continued reduction in 
family size, a newly published 
Areawide Housing Element 
report for the county stresses. 
The final draft of the report 
issued by a subcommittee of the 
County-Cities Area Planning 
Council went for review Thurs- 
day b e fo re th e c o u n c il 
members comprising the five 
county supervisors and 10 city 
mayors and council members 
representing the five cities in 
the county. 
Increasing households spells 
out a need for more housing un­ 
its, despite no-growth or slow- 
growth trends, the council was 
told. 
Other highlights of the report, 
which emanated from a com­ 
mittee headed by Santa Bar­ 
bara developer Michael Towbes 
and included city and county of­ 
ficials, realtors, officers of 
financial 
institutions, trades 
council le ad e rs, housing 
authority commissioners, and 
representatives of social agen­ 
cies, follow: 
— Housing costs generally 
are higher along the South 
Coast than North County. 
— More than one-sixth of the 
residents of the county live in 
housing that is structurally un­ 
sound. deficient in plumbing or 
too expensive. 
— The w ater m oratoria 
operating in the Goleta. Sum- 
merland. and Montecito water 
districts have exerted and will 
continue to exert substantial 
impact on the housing market, 
particularly affecting low in­ 
come renters 
— Future demand for housing 
is expected to continue and 
peak in the mid-1980s 
— Characteristics of the pop­ 
ulation and the increased cost 
of housing suggest that more 
multiple housing units will be 
required. 


— Demand for housing con­ 
tinues while current production 
is down 


— At lease one quarter of the 
housing stock is deteriorated or 
dilapidated. Apart from con­ 
tributing to inadequate living 
conditions, this contributes to 
the total energy bill for the 
county. 


— Suitable housing is expen­ 
sive due to national and local 
conditions of high interest 
rates, high construction costs, 
low vacancy, increased rules 
and red tape. 


— There is indirect evidence 
of discrimination. 


Towbes told the council that 
the report “ represents a con­ 
census on the committee ” 


“ Y o u ’ve 
p o in te d out 
problems of great magnitude in 
the county,” declared council 
chairman Robert E Kallman 
Second District county super­ 
visor. “You’ve zeroed in on the 
fact that while population 
growth is declining, housing 
needs still continue due to 
smaller families ’’

Congressman Bob Lagomar­ 
sino reacted to President 
Carter’s energy program with a 
mixture of praise and doubt 
“I liked some of the things he 
proposed, such as incentives for 
insulating homes and busines­ 
ses, development of solar 
heating and alternative fuel 
sources, and creation of an 
enlarged petroleum reserve. In 
fact, many of these ideas had 
been proposed by President 
Ford but never acted on by 
Congress. On the other hand. I 
question his characterization of 
the program as ‘voluntary’ It’s 
really conservation by taxation, 
and some of the ‘incentives,’ 
such as the new taxes on gas­ 
oline and heating oil, will be 
levied on people who have no 
choice about using those fuels.’’ 
Lagomarsino said he is con­ 
cerned about the effects of the 
new taxes on prices and infla­ 
tion “Utility costs are going to 
go up. along with the price of 
manufactured goods, meaning 
people will have less disposable 
income with more government 
controls. 
‘ However, many of the 
proposals are still vague and 
many, at least 27 of them, will 
require congressional approval.

County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds said 
Thursday he is making such a 
recommendation to the county 
supervisors at their weekly ses­ 
sion in Santa Barbara. 
Reynolds declared he is also 
recommending that the board 
direct county staff to draft a set 
of recommended conditions 
along the lines of the county’s 
conditions for ARCO’s Ellwood 
plant for forwarding to the 
state agency by April 27. 
By way of explanation, 
Reynolds said state represen­ 
tatives have been negotiating 
with new Interior Secretary 
Cecil Andrus’ office regarding 
supension of Exxon’s offshore 
processing permit in favor of 
Exxon’s bringing its oil and gas 
ashore for processing in Las 
Flores Canyon. 
It was learned that Reynolds 
was contacted early this week 
by Rich Hammond, of the 
Governor’s Office of Planning 
and Research (OPR). Ham­ 
mond passed along word that 
OPR has been advised by 
Secretary Andrus’ staff that 
Andrus is sending the State a 
letter asking for a statement of 
the conditions acceptable to the 
state of California for Exxon's 
processing and transshipment 
of its Santa Ynez Unit oil and 
gas production onshore at Las 
Flores Canyon. 
“Such a statement is needed 
on an urgent basis for con­ 
sideration by Secretary Andrus 
in connection with Exxon’s 
Federal perm its.” Reynolds 
stated. 
Hammond, it was learned, 
also informed Reynolds that 
OPR “would welcome the coun­ 
ty’s recommendations” for con­ 
sideration in the S ta te ’s 


proposed set of conditions. 
County consultation with the 
staff of OPR and the Coastal 
Commission in the county’s 
d e l i b e r a t i o n s could be 
arranged, according to Ham­ 
mond. 
The new overture to Exxon to 
abandon its current program of 
setting up an offshore process­ 
ing plant and crude oil trans­ 
shipment facility — utilizing 
tankers — in Federal waters 
has come after Exxon represen­ 
tatives announced they were 
proceeding with their Federal 
permit after assertedly being 
stymied by stiff State Coastal 
Commission conditions laid 
down with an onshore permit 
grant. 


Exxon had said it couldn’t go 
along with a Coastal Commis­ 
sion requirement for an onshore 
pipeline study in connection 
with the onshore permit. 
At the last session of the 
government/industry 
pipeline 
study group meeting in Santa 
Barbara, an Exxon spokesman 
said he had been instructed not 
to take part in the session. 
In connection with proposed 
county recommendations that 
could be advanced to help draft 
new State permit conditions for 
any Las Flores Canyon facility, 
Reynolds said he felt they could 
“generally follow the lines of 
the county’s conditions for AR­ 
CO’s Ellwood Plant” in Goleta 
Valley.

Permit 
process 
speeded 


SA C RA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s 
Vgislation to speed up Califor- 
:.ia’s process of approving 
3i lding permits has easily pas­ 
sed its first legislative test. 
The bill (AB884) carried by 
Assembly Speaker Leo McCar­ 
thy, was approved on a 13-1 vote 
Thursday by the Assembly 
Resources, Land Use and 
Ener y Committee and sent to 
the W«ys and Means Commit­ 
tee. 
The measure was proposed 
following a Dow Chemical Co. 
decision in January to drop 
plans for a $500 m illio n 
petrochemical plant because of 
“ excessive red tape and 
delays” in securing construc­ 
tion permits. 
Brown's bill, among other 
things, would set deadlines for 
approval of construction ap­ 
plications and environmental 
impact reports by local and 
state agencies. 
If the “ lead” agency studying 
the possible construction site 
did not have a ‘‘yes or no” 
answer within a year, the per­ 
mit would be automatically ap­ 
proved. Secondary agencies in­ 
volved in the permit process 
would have an additional six 
months to reach a decision.

Life term bill defeated 


SA CRA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Republican Sen Milton Marks 
says ‘‘hot tempers” may have 
led to the narrow defeat of his 
bill imposing prison terms of 
life without possibility of parole 
on convicted murderers. 
But the San Francisco law­ 
maker said some of the angry 
remarks about his measure, 
which retains the death penalty 
for life-term convicts who kill 
while in prison, may be forgot­ 
ten by next week when he in­ 
tends to ask that the vote be 
reconsidered 
After more than an hour of 
often emotional debate Thurs­ 
day, the Senate rejected the bill 
(SB220) on a 20-17 vote, one 
short of the simple majority 
needed 
Opponents termed the bill a 
“ joke” and “ trash” because a 
governor could still commute 
murderers’ sentences but sup­ 
porters said it was a civilized 
alternative for those who want 
murderers punished but not 
killed 
“ Maybe some tempers won t 
be so hot next week,” Marks 
told reporters after the vote 
Asked if that meant angry 
rhetoric may have caused the 
defeat. Marks replied. “ I think 
so.” 
Rejection of the measure 
represented a victory for 
capital punishment supporters 
who had requested that Marks 


delay the vote on his bill until 
final action is taken on a major 
death penalty measure now in 
the Assembly. 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr 
has promised to veto any death 
penalty bill that reaches his 
desk and favors the life im­ 
prisonment without possibility 
of parole alternative. 


The Marks proposal would 
require life in prison without 
hope of release for criminals 
who commit offenses previous­ 
ly punishable by death. It would 
retain the death penalty for 
lifers who kill while in prison 
and keep the governor’s au­ 
thority to commute the senten­ 


ce. 
Senate Republican leader 
George Deukmejian of Long 
Beach argued the Marks bill 
was designed to “ confuse the 
entire picture” and make it 
more difficult for his capital 
punishment bill (SB155) to 
receive legislative approval.

His former colleagues unani­ 
mously approved the one-time 
Montana lawmaker late Thurs­ 
day as ambassador to Japan 


The confirmation vote came 
less than four hours after the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee approved his nomination 
in a public hearing more 
testimonial than test. 


On the Senate floor, the 
cu rren t m a jo rity lead e r, 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia, 
called M ansfield “ a great 
senator, a great man and a 
great American.” In the com­ 
m itte e , 
C h airm an 
Jo h n 
Sparkman, D-Ala , told Man­ 
sfield “ No better selection 
could have been made We are 
glad to .. send you on your way 
with our best wishes ” 


“ I wish I could quote 
Shakespeare now, but the only 
line that comes to mind is Why 
not send the best” ’, said Sen. 
Richard Stone, D-Fla 
Still addressing him as "M r. 
Leader” , most members used 
their time to praise rather than 
quiz Mansfield, a strong oppo­ 
nent of the U S role in the Viet­ 
nam war and longtime ad­ 
vocate of diplomatic relations 
with China 
“ There is no better signal 
that this administration can 
send to Japan than Mike Man­ 


sfield as our ambassador,” said 
Sen Frank Church, D-Idaho 


The committee also approved 
the nominations of Samuel 
Lewis of Texas as ambassador 
to Israel, former Princeton 
University 
President 
Robert 
Goheen of New Jersey as am­ 
bassador to India, and W. 
Tapley Bennett of Georgia as 
permanent 
representative to 
NATO. H ow ever, the full 
Senate has not yet acted on 
those nominations, however 
In answer to the few ques­ 
tions the committee asked, 
Mansfield said he agrees with 
President Carter that “ our 
forces should be gradually 
reduced and withdrawn from 
South Korea ” 
He also said the question of 
whether a Japanese nuclear 
reprocessing plant should be 
opened this summer is “ the 
most important question affect­ 
ing our two countries at the pre­ 
sent time 
“ If there is one country in the 
world that does not want to 
produce an atomic bomb, it’s 
Japan.” 
When it was all over, Man­ 
sfield told his friends. “ Thank 
you. senators, and may I say I 
certainly enjoyed my two and a 
half months retirement.” 


GOP maps 
answer to 
message 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Republican answer to Presi­ 
dent Carter’s energy program 
is likely to be price-and-produc- 
tion in contrast to his tax-and- 
regulation. 
The Senate Republican Policy 
Committee has before it a 
suggested draft of the GOP 
program. In many ways, it is 
like the Carter program, chief­ 
ly in concern for conservation. 
But in many sensitive areas, it 
is 180 degrees different. 
“ The GOP approach to con­ 
serving A m erica’s present 
energy resources reflects the 
traditional Republican princi­ 
ple of limiting governmental 
interference in the private lives 
of American citizens,” the sug­ 
gested plan proposed by a 
policy subcommittee says. 
The full policy group met 
Thursday without taking action 
on the energy proposal, and did 
not schedule a date to vote on it. 
On the other side of the 
Capitol, meanwhile, Speaker 
Thomas O’Neill named a 37- 
member committee with re­ 
presentation from 21 different 
states’ congressional delega­ 
tions, to coordinate energy 
legislation in the House 
The House voted earlier 
Thursday to approve formation 
of the committee. 
The GOP draft proposal in­ 
cludes. 
— Freeing new natural gas 
production from price controls. 
(Carter would allow the price to 
go up, but not beyond $1.75 per 
thousand cubic feet.) 
— Letting oil prices free 
gradually from the controls, 
toward the world price. (Carter 
would also head for the world 
price, but through taxes rather 
than increased prices.) 
— Require gas-and oil-using 
u tilities and industries to 
switch to coal “ wherever prac­ 
tical.” (The Carter plan is 
tougher, with few exemptions 
to required switchovers.) 


— Across-the-board fuel use 
conservation, including some 
tax incentives. (Carter stressed 
conservation also but with 
some mandatory steps, rather 
than just incentives.) 


— Federal money for re­ 
search into new forms of 
energy. (Sim ilar to Carter’s 
plan.) 


Sh arp ly

w ith 
Carter’s approach, the GOP 
makes no mention of a gasoline 
tax, or of extending federal con­ 
trol into natural gas sales 
within the producing state, or of 
taxing fuel-wasteful cars. 


The House energy panel will 
be chaired by Rep 
Thomas 
Ashley. D-Ohio, who said Thur­ 
sday : “ I don’t confess to having 
the last word in energy exper­ 
tise. but I do understand how 
the House operates and I un­ 
derstand the issues. ” 


Bridges in 
final message

Bridges, retiring president of 
the In te rn a tio n a l Lo n g ­ 
shoremen’s & Warehousemen’s 
Union, has suggested that his 
union may have to end its in­ 
dependence to meet current 
labor problems 
Bridges, 75, said in his latest 
column in The Dispatcher that 
the new leadership should not 
rule out such action.

High Court decides not 
to review Watergate' 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Five Supreme Court justices 
have decided in secret not to 
consider the Watergate convic­ 
tions of Richard Nixon’s three 
top advisers, but Chief Justice 
Warren Burger is trying to 
change their mmds. National 
Public Radio is reporting. 
N PR correspondent Nina 
Totenburg reported Thursday 
the justices, at the court’s 
weekly secret conference a 
week ago, voted 5-3 against 
hearing the appeals of John 
Mitchell, H R Haldeman and 
John Ehrlichman. 
It takes four votes to grant 
Supreme Court review of a 
case. 
Court sources were quoted in 
Ms. Totenburg’s report as say­ 
ing Burger was hoping to sway 
Justices John Paul Stevens and 
Byron White to change their 
votes and consider the appeals 
The three Nixon men were 
sentenced two years ago to 
serve 2*4 to eight year prison 
terms for obstruction of justice, 
perjury and conspiracy in the 
Watergate cover-up. 
Haldeman and Mitchell are 
free on bond pending their ap­ 
peals. but on Oct 28. at his own 
request, Ehrlichman entered 
federal prison at Safford. Ariz. 


Ms 
Totenberg quoted Su­ 
preme Court sources as saying 
the three justices who voted to 
review the cases all were Nixon 
appointees — Burger and 
Justices Harry Blackmun and 
Lewis Powell 
A fourth Nixon appointee. 
Justice William Rehnquist. re­ 
portedly disqualified himself 
because of his close personal 
friendship with Mitchell. 
The judges wishing to hear 
the appeal reportedly were con­ 
cerned that U S District Judge 
John Sirica had refused to dis­ 
qualify himself from the cover- 
up trial 
Ms. Totenberg s sources said 
one justice also was concerned 
Sirica declined to postpone the 
trial so Nixon could have 
testified The former president 
was excused because he was 
recuperating from phlebitis. 
N P R identified the five 
justices who voted to reject the 
appeals as William Brennan. 
Byron White. Potter Stewart. 
Thurgood Marshall and John 
Paul Stevens 
The decision is not final Nor­ 
mally a routine conference vote 
would have been announced last 
Monday, but Burger has held up 
the case for reconsideration 
during Friday’s conference,

New state 
commission 


suggested 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - In 
the last two years, malpractice 
insurance rates for doctors and 
attorneys increased 600 per 
cent. 
Automobile insurance 
rates shot up nearly 40 per cent 
in the past year. 
And the public had little to 
say about it. 


In an effort to let the public 
be heard on insurance in­ 
creases and assure tfie hikes 
are warranted before they take 
effect, a Democratic assembly­ 
man is proposing legislation to 
create a new state insurance 
rate commission to conduct 
public hearings on rate in­ 
creases. 


The legislation would mean 
that prices charged by insur­ 
ance com panies would be 
regulated in much the same 
way as the state now oversees 
rate hikes by public utilities. 


“ Insurance rates should not 
be increased without a day in 
court, at least a day before an 
administrative court,” said As­ 
semblyman Art Torres of Los 
Angeles, who said he will in­ 
troduce his proposal soon as 
amendments to an existing bill 
(AB282). 


Currently, insurance compa­ 
nies increase their rates in 
California at w ill. In many 
cases, those rates must be 
posted with the state insurance 
commissioner, who later can 
order that the prices be lowered 
if he is convinced they are ex­ 
cessive. 


However, this rarely occurs, 
Torres said, and in the case of 
automobile 
insurance price 
hikes, they are not now subject 
to state review 


Under the bill, sponsored by 
the California Trial Lawyers 
Association, the new commis­ 
sion would be required to con­ 
duct hearings on any insurance 
rate hike greater than 10 per 
cent.

Nuclear plant 
siting measure 
wins approval 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill providing for a $1 million 
feasibility study of underground 
siting of nuclear power plant 
reactors won final legislative 
approval Thursday from the 
Senate. 
The measure (AB77) by As­ 
semblyman Terry Goggin, D- 
San Bernardino, was sent to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. on a 
29-9 vote. 
It would allow the state 
Energy Commission to use $1 
million from a special fund 
financed by the state utility tax 
to pay for the study. 
The study is required by a law 
enacted last year as part of a 
three-bill package designed as 
an alternative to the controver­ 
sial nuclear power ballot in­ 
itiative, Prop. 15. 
The law requires the commis­ 
sion to study the feasibility of 
placing the reactors under­ 
ground for safety purposes 
before any new nuclear power 
plans may be built in Califor­ 
nia.

It also was designed to prohibit 
th e sam e a tto rn e y from 
representing would-be parents 
and natural mothers 
More than 50 per cent of all 
adoptions in California are 
handled privately. TTie remain­ 
der of the children are placed 
by government or private agen­ 
cies licensed by the state 
The bill, according to Zeno­

But Gino Lera, a legislative

Little Hoover Commission to­ 
day warned state employes 
against withdrawing from the 
Social Security system, saying 
such action would result in a 
substantial loss of benefits to 
many of them 
In a 37-page report, the com­ 
mission noted many state 
employes feel the amount paid 
into Social Security could 
purchase better benefits or the 
same benefits at a savings if it 
were used to improve the 
Public Employes' Retirement 
System (PER S). 
But based on its study of the 
matter, the commission recom­ 
mended that state employes re­ 
main in the Social Security 
system and that the legislature 
urge the federal government to 
expand it to mandatory cover­ 
age for all employes—including 
federal workers not currently 
covered 
Chairman Nathan Shapell 
said the “ overriding factor ' in 
recommending 
employes re­ 
maining with Social Security 
“ is the projection that it would 
cost the state at least $378 
million in the first year alone 
just to replace the benefits 
which state employes would 
lose from dropping out of social 
security. 
“ Although withdrawal from 
Social Security may have cer­ 
tain advantages to a limited 
number of employes, 
he said, 
“ this commission feels it would 
result in substantial loss of 
benefits for the vast majority of 
the 118.000 employes now 
covered by Social Security in 
state c iv il s e rv ic e , the 
University of California and the 
California State University and 
Colleges ”

Pregnant women warned 
on alcohol consumption 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
director of the National Insti­ 
tute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism wants the govern­ 
ment to warn pregnant women 
that more than two drinks a day 
— a total of one ounce of alcohol 
— might harm the unborn child 
Dr. Ernest P Noble said he 
reached that decision on the 
basis of a finding by a panel of 
40 experts that human and 
animal evidence shows exces­ 
sive alcohol consumption can 
lead to physical and behavioral 
abnormalities in offspring 
“ These animal studies have 
become so convincing that I 
feel it’s important we should 
caution people about it.” he 
said in an interview 
Among the human birth 
defects believed caused by 
heavy alcohol drinking are 
facial abnormalities, heart de­ 
fects, abnormal limb develop­ 
ment and lower-than-average 
intelligence 
Noble said he has forwarded 
the recommendation to the 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare for action 
“ As far as I ’m concerned, be­ 
ing the director of this institute, 
a physician and a scientist. I'm 
convinced there is enough con­ 
cern here that people should be 
aware of it,” he said. 
“ What we are saying essen 


tially is that if you have six 
drinks or more a day. and that’s 
taken throughout pregnancy, or 
maybe during a certain phase 
of pregnancy, there's a signifi­ 
cant risk for abnormalities in 
the young 
“ Below six drinks, the risk is 
questionable In order to be on 
the safe side, we are saying that 
two drinks a day or less is what 
people ought to be taking.” he 
said 
Noble said he was talking 
about a limit of one ounce of 
alcohol daily which he said is 
equal to two mixed drinks, or 
two glasses of beer or two glas­ 
ses of wine 
He said there also is evidence 
suggesting 
“ binge 
drinking” 
may be a problem too 


“ In other words, a person 
taking a big. big slug of alcohol 
and maybe not drinking at all 
for the rest of the pregnancy 
could also have that kind of a 
damaging effect ” 


Concern about the effects of 
excessive drinking by pregnant 
women dates back to the 1700s. 
but Noble said the issue was not 
raised as a significant potential 
health problem in the United 
States until about 1970 when 
researchers began studying of­ 
fspring of heavy drinkers 
He said the evidence built up 


quickly in human studies “ but 
what really convinced me was 
the recent animal studies which 
beyond dispute.” They

Agricultural equipment 
may escape levy on fuel 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - If 
President Carter’s proposed 
standby gasoline tax erf 5 cents a 
gallon per year is adopted by 
Congress and goes into effect in 
1979, farmers probably will es­ 
cape the levy on fuel for their 
tractors and other agricultural 
equipment, an administration 
official says. 
At the same time, however, 
the Agriculture Department 
will make promotion of energy 
conservation “ a number one 
priority,” Deputy Secretary of 
Agriculture John White told 
reporters Thursday. 
The gasoline tax, under 
Carter’s proposal, would go into 
effect if voluntary conservation 
efforts fail to hold gasoline con­ 
sumption next year below the 
President’s goals. 
If this happens. White told 
reporters farmers will probably 
have to pay the tax when they 
buy their gasoline. But they’d 
get the money back, he said. 
Administration officials have 
discussed the issue. White said, 
and “ I feel we can expect 
farmers will get some sort of 
rebate.” The official said the 
system probably would be 
similar to the plan used in most 
states which rebate to farmers 
the state tax on fuel used for 
tractors. 
White added in a briefing that 
farmers also may be offered 
long-term loans or tax credits 
later to help spur the adoption 
of converters which produce 
methane gas fuel from lives­ 
tock manure and crop wastes. 
Before that program is 
developed, however, the 
Agriculture official said addi­ 
tional research on methane 
production systems will be 
needed. 
The deputy agriculture secre­ 
tary said his department plan­ 
ned to preserve priority treat­ 
ment for farming and other seg­ 
ments of the food industry in 
any allocation systems which 
may be used in the future 
White emphasized, however, 
the department will also be giv­ 
ing top priority to campaigning 
for energy conservation in the 
nation’s food system which — 
including farming, transpor­ 
tation, processing and retailing 
— accounts for more than 16 
per cent of all U.S. energy use. 
White said Carter shares the 
concern of Agriculture officials 
that “ the cost of food to con­ 
sumers should not suffer exces- 
sive inflationary im pact

replaces 
Brown 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
President Carter has replaced 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. as 
the Golden State’s most re­ 
spected political performer, ac­ 
cording to the California Poll. 
The independent survey by 
Field Research Corp. reported 
today that 44 per cent of voters 
interviewed last month thought 
Brown was doing a “ good job.” 
But 53 per cent expressed the 
same sentiment for Carter. 
Only 5 per cent gave the 
President a “ poor job” rating 
while 16 per cent gave that 
rating to the governor. 
Brown's support is still 
strong, said pollster Mervin D. 
Field, but his popularity has sl­ 
ipped with a “ steadily growing 
body of people now expressing 
negative feelings about him ” 
For example. 50 per cent of 
the respondents in a November 
1976 poll gave Brown a “ good 
rating” but only 7 per cent 
rated him a “ poor” governor — 
the latter group’s ranks have 
since more than doubled 
Field said the difference is 
that fewer Californians see 
Brown as a leader who is ac­ 
complishing important things, 
as was the case last fall. 
Furthermore, most of the 
public thinks Brown is prepar­ 
ing to run for the presidency in 
1980 but fewer constituents 
trust him as a charismatic 
leader who can restore faith in 
government. 


FBI joins

LAS VEGAS (U PI) - The 
FBI has joined the search for a 
former union organizer and his 
son. the suspected killers of the 
powerful labor leader A1 
Bramlet.

through increased energy 
costs.” 
At present, the official es­ 
timated, about 8 per cent of 
every consumer food dollar 
pays for energy used from the 
farm to the supermarket. 
White estimated if Carter’s 
program for energy taxes and 
prices goes into full effect, 
retail prices could be driven up 
2 to 3 per cent — in addition to 
any basic inflation gains — by 
1980. 
But if the full-scale nation­ 
wide fuel conservation drive 
Carter has called for is succes­ 
sful, the 2 to 3 per cent energy- 
caused food increase would be 
completely canceled. White 
said. 
The Agriculture official said 
farmers will need to adopt a 
wide range of conservation 
practices and development of 
new energy sources to offset 
higher fuel costs. Midwestern 
farmers, for example, will find 
the cost of natural gas for dry­ 
ing com rising under the Carter 
program, and may turn in­ 
creasingly to solar-powered 
drying equipment, he said. 
Farmers will not be faced 
with direct penalties like the 


proposed higher gasoline tax as 
a spur to conservation. White 
conceded. But he predicted they 
would cooperate anyway, part­ 
ly because “ energy prices will 
be high enough so any farmer 
with a lick of sense will con­ 
serve.” 
Opportunities for saving con­ 
ventional energy and switching 
to new forms are plentiful. 
White said. For example: 
“ We can save 20 per cent on 
fuel in some areas by shifting to 
low-tillage farming systems 
(which reduce the number of 
tractor trips per field), new 
irrigation techniques using less 
water and power can save 15 
per cent of the energy, in crop 
drying we can see a possible 
saving of 20 per cent,” he said 
White added that his depart­ 
ment also will step up research 
on energy conservation and 
development of new energy 
sources 


Nearly $27 million has al­ 
ready been committed for such 
research and a recent agree­ 
ment between the Agriculture 
Department and the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration may step up that 
effort, the official said. 


Tanker captains complete'; Marx brothers in tragedy 


test in Alaska narrows 


VALDEZ, Alaska (U PI) - They call it the Valdez 
Narrows, but when this 883-foot supertanker glided through 
the 900-yard wide passage for the first time, there was room 
to spare. 
The voyage into the Port of Valdez marked the final phase 
of a $2 million training program involving 40 tanker captains 
from Atlantic Richfield, Exxon, Mobil and Standard Oil of 
Ohio (SOHIO). 
The captains have spent the last two weeks learning how to 
navigate the giant ships in the outer Prince William Sound. 
This summer they will be piloting the first shipments of 
Alaska crude oil from this tiny town at the end of the pipeline 
to Bellingham, Wash., and Los Angeles, said an Arco spokes­ 
man.” 
Alaskan pilots will still navigate the tankers through the 
Narrows and into the port. 
The largest tanker ever to enter the sound, the San 
Francisco-based Arco Fairbanks was ballasted with water 
instead of oil as it slipped past controversial Middle Rock 
Wednesday during the unprecedented cruise of the Narrows. 
The rock sits in the middle of the channel, and its 30-foot 
pinnacle is visible at low tide. Not visible — and viewed 
warily by some — is the rock’s 400-foot-wide base. 
“ A piece of cake” was the way British Petroleum marine 
advisor Capt. C. Lewis described the channel and its impos­ 
ing rock. He called the training program “ an excellent PR 
exercise.” 
Admiral John Hayes, Commander of the 17th Coast Guard 
District, said, as he relaxed in the ship's lounge following the 
cruise, that he agreed tankers will be safe in Prince William 
Sound, but disagreeed with Lewis' assessment of the training 
program -which has cost the Coast Guard some $50,000 and 
the oil companies nearly $2 million. 
“ We have 43 captains on board with 1,430 cumulative years 
of sea-going experience. You have to benefit from that type 
of cumulative knowledge,” he said. 


SANTA MONICA (U PI) - 
The Marx brothers, symbols of 
nutty fun for a generation, were 
deep in real life tragedy, not 
comedy, today. 
Zeppo Marx said his enfee­ 
bled brother Groucho, 86, loves 
the 37-year-old woman who 
lives with him as companion 
and guardian. “ It would kill 
him” if the judge in a guar­ 
dianship hearing orders her 
away because of testimony she 
drugged, beat, sexually taunted 
and otherwise mistreated him, 
Zeppo said. 
In the midst of the emotional 
hearing, Gummo Marx, least 
known of the five Marx 
brothers, died in Palm Springs 
Thursday at 84, leaving Grou­ 
cho and Zeppo the only surviv­ 
ing brothers. Chico died in 1961 
and Harpo in 1964. 
Zeppo, 74, was one “ com­ 
promise” candidate to replace 
Erin Fleming as Groucho’s 
temporary conservator, or 
guardian, in a ruling to be is­ 
sued by Superior Court Judge 
Edward Rafeedie late today. 
The other was Bert Granet, 
former head of Desilu Studios. 


A routine hearing to make 
Miss Fleming’s status perma­ 
nent took a dramatic turn when 
Marx’s son Arthur, asking to be 
named conservator instead, 
produced witnesses who testi­ 


fied that she violently mistreat­ 
ed the aged comic. 
Miss Fleming, an attractive 
strawberry blonde, has been 
Marx’s companion and business 
manager for seven years. 
After six days of testimony 
that she mistreated him, and a 
visit to the comedian’s estate to 
question him, the judge made 
clear he intended to replace 
her, drawing protests from Zep­ 
po. 
“ Groucho is in love with 
her,” Zeppo told reporters. “ I 
think she’s a great gal and she’s 
done a fine job of caring for 
him. It would be detrimental if 
she were taken away from 
him.” 
“ I ’m not sure he could live 
withoqt her.” 


He echoed Marx’s physician, 
who had testified that the com­ 
ic, who has many ailments and 
is mentally “ undependable,” 
might not survive the loss of 
Miss Fleming’s influence. He 
said she keeps his spirits up and 
is the only person who can get 
Marx to eat or take care of 
himself. 


Terrie McCord, a former 
Marx nurse, testified Thursday 
that Miss Fleming danced nude 
around Marx, fondling herself 
and taunting him “ don’t you 
wish you could have some of 


this?” 
She and other nurses testified 
previously that Miss Fleming 
gave him unprescribed sedati­ 
ves, once drugging him so she 
could go out on a date. They 
said she stuffed a napkin in his 
mouth when he drooled, hit 
him, threw things at him. 
screamed obscenities at him 
and threatened to put him in a 
home for the elderly if he did 
not adopt her, frightening him 
so badly he lost control of his 
bowels and cried. 


After Miss Fleming’s attor­ 
ney protested the judge’s plan 
to replace her with a “ neutral” 
conservator before she has a 
chance to testify, the judge said 
he must place Marx’s welfare 
above fairness to Miss Flem­ 
ing.

We are also 
buying power from Southern California and Nevada 
utilities. The amounts available may or may not be 
enough to meet all our customers' demands during peak 
periods in coming months. If there is not enough power 
to go around, our customers will be asked to cut back 
their use even more than now. Power shortages that 
require actual power cutoffs to groups of customers will 
occur only if voluntary cutbacks fail to work. Or-if there 
is a breakdown of major steam-electric generating 
equipment. (Such breakdowns, unfortunately, are more 
apt to happen when generating equipment works 
overtime, as now.) 


WHAT ABOUT THE COSTS TO YOU? 


With hydroelectric capacity sharply reduced, 
it takes more oil to run our steam-electric generating 
plants. This oil, mostly imported, costs almost $15 a 
barrel. We will need to burn at least 50 million barrels 
of it this year-compared to less than 27 million last year. 
And the more oil we burn, the more electricity will cost.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Mencken may be right. But 
nearly 90 million Americans

adults — now gamble, at least 
occasionally. 
Says John Quinn, director of 
The New York State Lottery: 
“Most people have a dream 
they want to buy for a dollar.” 
Those dollars add up. Up to 
$39 billion was bet illegally in 
1975, 
a c c o rd in g 
to 
“deliberately 
conservative” 
estim ates by the Justice 
Department. That’s about as 
much as Americans spent last 
year on gasoline and oil. 
Not surprisingly, more and 
more hard-pressed states are 
trying to tap this awesome 
market. Some 32 states have 
now legalized gambling on 
horse races. Thirteen states 
have lotteries and at least two 
dozen others are actively pur­ 
suing this phenomenon. In the 
near future, a state without a 
lottery may not be a state at 
all. 
Legalized betting — on 
lotteries, horses, dogs, jai 
alai, casinos and bingo — 
'brought in about $19 billion in 
1975, according to a study by 
the University of Michigan’s 
Institute for Social Research. 
But even more was bet illegal­ 
lyM any s ta te s a re now 
scrambling to get in on the ac­ 
tion. More than 100 top-level 
state officials gather«! last 
October in Palm Beach, Fla., 
for the National Conference 
on Public Gaming. Two main 
topics were on the agenda: 1) 
how to get more people to 
gamble: 2) how to get those 
that already bet to bet more. 
One reason for this new 
strain of gambling fever is 
that people have not only 
more time on their hands but 
more money in their jeans. 
The number of paid holidays 
and vacations is rising. And 
while a four-day work week 
isn’t here yet, many say it’s 
around the bend. 
Also, paychecks are steadi­ 
ly increasing The Conference 
Board, New York-based non­ 
profit economic research 
organization finds that real 
personal income (after infla­ 


tion is subtracted) jumped 75 
per cent during the last 15 
years, despite three major 
recessions. 
“There’s a theory,” says 


thing,’’ says one public of­ 
ficial. “But people’s adrenalin 
starts pumping when they bet 
on other people.” 
As New York’s Quinn puts 


one economist, “that when a 
person gets his hands on two 
extra dollars, he’ll spend $1.50 
cautiously and save the rest. 
But when he gets an extra 
third dollar, he’ll splurge it 
away.” 
Bookies and public gambl­ 
ing officials are sniffing mad­ 
ly now for that “third dollar.” 
Lotteries are the current 
rage. And casino gambling 
(approved this year by New 
Jersey voters for Atlantic Ci­ 
ty) seems on the increase. But 
many believe the big legal 
game of the future is sports 
betting — on the giant spec­ 
tator sports such as boxing, 
football, baseball and basket­ 
ball. 
“Betting on lucky numbers 
of even dogs and horses is one

They are located not only in 
the major cities, such as New 
York, Los Angeles, Detroit 
and Chicago, but in Columbus, 
Ohio; Hummelstown, Pa.; 
Great Neck, N.Y.; Macon, 
Ga., and Westwood, N.J. 
They have developed com- 
{ 
»lex systems to determine the 
ikely winners. One bettor, 
who has subscribed to a half- 
dozen services, says: “I’ve 
made a few bucks using their 
picks but most of them don’t 
know anym ore than the 
average bettor. They all come 
on like experts, using fancy 
jargon. They can’t just tell 
you Pittsburgh is gonna beat 
Oakland. They gotta talk 
about ’power ratings’ and 
‘offensive thrust’ and stuff. 
They remind me of those Wall 
Street tip sheets which give 
you 26 reasons why to buy cer­ 
tain stocks.” 
So far, only one state 
besides Nevada has plunged 
into sports betting. That’s 
Delaware, which set up a foot­ 
ball lottery. It has produced 
very disappointing revenue to 
date (some say it is not 
merchandised 
effectively) 
and is being fought in the 
courts by the National Foot­ 
ball League. The NFL, along 
with other organized sports 
and many of the country’s 
religious organizations, argue 
that legalized gambling will 
corrupt American athletics. 
Proponents of legalized 
gambling say it’s going on 
anyway and that legalized 
gambling cuts down on un­ 
derworld revenue. They point 
out that gambling is the 
greatest single money-maker 
for organized crime, supply­ 
ing the fuel for narcotics, 
loan-sharking, prostitution, 
bribery, etc. To bolster their 
argument, they cite a study 
conducted for New York 
which concluded that the ma­ 
jor promise of increased 
legalized gambling would not 
be in raising state revenues 
but in fighting organized 
crime. 
Some experts have their 
doubts. In New York, for in­ 
stance, state-run lotteries and 
off-track betting have had lit­ 
tle impact on illegal betting. 
One reason: Bookmakers can 
supply credit for customers, 
the state cannot. 
As Edward Joyce, a Justice 
Department official, told New 
York racing officials: “We 
have a lot of wiretaps in New 
York and we’ve never heard a 
bookie say, ‘OTB is killing 
me!’ ” 
Legal or not, gambling 
appears to be on a steep up­ 
ward trend. As oddsmaker 
Jimmy (the Greek) Snyder 
puts it: “For a whole lot of 
peopie, gambling is as natural 
as breathing "

TREA SU RE ISLAND, 
Calif. — (NEA) — At least a 
quarter of a million people 
daily pass over the span which 
links the city of San Francisco 
with the rest of the world to 
the east. Less than one per 
cent of them have ever 
stopped at, or are even aware 
of, the spit of land which rises 
out of the Bay and breaks the 
Oakland Bay Bridge into two 
legs. 
Yerba Buena Island, a tree- 
festooned mound of bedrock, 
leads on to one of the most ex­ 
otic military installations in 
the world, virtually ignored by 
the hordes of traffic which 
travel Interstate Highway 80 
as it cuts through a tunnel on 
the island. 
Carved out of the Bay and 
connected to Yerba Buena by 
a short causeway is Treasure 
Island, formally called the 
U.S. Naval Support Activity. 
Its 400 acres rest tenderly in­ 
side 280,000 tons of boulders 
which form a three-mile rim 
around the fill from which the 
island was created in the 
years from 1936 to 1939. 
The purpose then was to 
make it a site for the Golden 
Gate International Exposi­ 
tion, a $50 million wonderland 
world's fair which lasted two 
years until, with the advent of 
World War II, it became a 
naval base, which it remains 
until this day. 
E ngineer W.W. (B ill) 
Southern, a veteran of 40 
years in the Navy and a 
painter of scenic oils by 
avocation, says that Treasure 
Island — named for the soil 
used to dredge it, the gold 
refuse sand of the Sacramento 
River — provides one of the 
two greatest views in the 
world he has been privileged 
to see. 
“One,” says Souther, “is the 
Eagle’s Nest in Hong Kong, 
overlooking Kowloon. The 
other is the view of the city 
(San Francisco) right from 
here.” 
True, on a crystalline 
sunshiny day, the pastel 
shades of San Francisco loom 
right out of the water of the 
Bay looking westward. And in 
a 360-degree sweep you can 
also see the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Alcatraz, the waters 
of San Pablo Bay, the 
Berkeley hills, the city of 
Oakland and San Francisco 
Bay sweeping southward to 
the Peninsula. It's all quite 
magnificent. 
Close to 9,000 people share 
this 
r a t h e r e x c lu s iv e 
privilege, two-thirds of them 
military personnel and the 
other third dependents and 
civilian workers. 
Treasure Island is not open 
to the public, except for the 
half dozen times a year the 
Navy opens it up for general 
visiting 
But Capt. John P. 
(Jack) Cromwell, the com­ 
manding officer — he’s the 


landlord — cognizant of the in­ 
terest in this scenic spot, will 
open the gates every Saturday 
and Sunday this month to 
walking tours for the public. 
On an average work day, 
Treasure Island is primarily a 
hotel for Navy activities, a 
clearing house for persons 
coming in and out of the ser­ 
vice. It has every facility for 
living, including a jail house 
(euphemistically called a cor­ 
rectional facility), except that 
you can’t get a Big Mac on the 
corner. Its elementary school, 
going from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade, is the 
largest in the San Francisco 
system, with 945 students, 
many of them bused from 
other parts of the city. 
Most of the buildings from 
the original 1939 Exposition 
have been tom down. One of 
the few remaining is the 
Fair’s Home of the Future — 
now the Fleet Admiral Nimitz 
Club, the officers club in the 
center of the island, where 
Chester Nimitz once head­ 
quartered. 
Capt. Cromwell, trying to 
shed the austerity of the naval 
ambience, has been renaming 
the streets, so that A street is 
now Avenue of the Palms and 
2nd Street is California 
Avenue and Avenue M is Con- 
c o u rse 
of 
the 
C o m ­ 
monwealths. The “ new’’ 
names are what they were 
called originally during the 
Exposition. 
The main administration 
building, originally designed 
as an airport terminal (the 
island was first envisioned as 
an airport in the Bay after the 
Fair), now houses a Navy- 
Marine Museum on the ground 
floor, opened to help celebrate 
the nation's bicentennial and 
featuring a mural 251 feet 
wide by 26 feet high, believed 
to be the largest in the United 
States. 
The Marine-manned securi­ 
ty gate guarding the island 
was pushed back beyond the 
administration building to 
make the museum available 
daily to the general public, 
and tourist buses make fre­ 
quent runs there. 
There is no air-conditioning 
on the island The Bay breezes 
waft by tenderly and regular­ 
ly 
In this man-made paradise 
there is only one potential 
fault. Treasure Island, accor­ 
ding to the U.S. Geological 
Survey’s National Center for 
Earthquake Research, has a 
"high potential for liquefac­ 
tion.” 
That means bluntly, in the 
event of an earthquake, a lot 
of people would either run for 
the high ground on neighbor­ 
ing Yerba Buena or for the 
two mine sweepers and 
several tug boats regularly 
moored at Treasure Island. 
The scenery wouldn’t be 
worth much if it sinks into the 
Bay

The Red Sox are for sale

BOSTON (U P I) — For the first tim e 
since the D epression, the Boston Red Sox 
are up for sale. 
The trust that has run the American 
League team since owner Thomas A 
Yawkey died last sum m er based the 
decision to sell strictly on business. For 
the m ultim illionaire Y awkey, the Red 
Sox had served as a hobby for m ore than 
43 years since he purchased the club and 
park for $1 m illion in 1933. 
The surprise announcement was made 
Thursday in the form of a prepared 
statem en t from Mrs. Yawkey. delivered 
by G eneral Manager Dick O’Connell 
m inutes after the Red Sox' 8-0 loss to the 
D etroit T igers. 
‘‘Consideration w ill be given to offers 
to buy the Red Sox,” the statem ent 
began. “ O ffers are not being sought ; nor 
w ill they be sought. A tim e lim it is not in 
m ind; nor w ill one be fixed.” 
O’Connell added that the trust had 
received no serious offers. 
But form er Red Sox centerfielder Dorn 
D iM aggio repeated an earlier interest in 
heading a group to buy the ballclub and 
Fenw ay Park. 


“There is a definite interest; there has 
been all along,” said DiM aggio. now 60 
and head of a fiber manufacturing plant 
in nearby Lowell. “ We'd like to buy it but 
it all depends on what kind of money 
they’re talking about.” 
(No figures have been mentioned but it 
is estim ated $20-825 million would be 
needed to purchase the franchise and 
property.) 
O’Connell said the trust could not take 
any previous offer seriously because the 
interested groups had never seen any of 
the club’s operating expenditures or 
financial statem ents. 
The Red Sox, however, are a profitable 
ballclub that has drawn more than one 
m illion fans in each of the past 10 years 
“There is no necessity to sell the club.” 
said O’Connell. “ It is an operating entity 
which has been profitable for the state 
and the executor W e’ve m ade money for 
the last 10 years, except for one year we 
broke even 
“ But the executors have an obligaion 
(in handling Y awkey's e sta te ) not to sink 
money into risky ventures. And baseball 
is a risk business '

Could Gen. Brown 
be court-martialed? 
Detroit's new center — tall order to fill

WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - 
Pentagon legal sources who 
have reviewed Gen. George 
Brown’s stinging criticism oi 
Congress believe the remarks 
by America’s top soldier may 
be in violation of m ilitary law. 
Citing Article 88 of the 
Uniform Code of M ilitary 
Justice, the sources say com­ 
m issioned o ffice rs are 
p rohibited from using 
“ contem ptuous 
w ords" 
against the president, the vice 
president. Congress, and a 
host of other civilian officials, 
including, in certain cases, 
state governors and members 
of state legislatures. 
The article, according to the 
language of the code, “ covers 
both words which are con­ 
temptuous in themselves, 
such as abusive epithets, 
denunciatory or contemptuous 
expressions, or intemperate 
or malevolent comments upon 
official or personal acts.” The 
code also holds that the' ‘truth 
or falsity” of the words “ is 
immaterial.” 
In May of last year, in his 
capacity as Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Brown 
told an assembly at the 
National War College that 
Congress is like a man kibbut- 
zing a chess match who “ oc­ 
casionally reaches in and 
moves a piece and thereby 
screws it up.” He also said 
that Congress had caused “ a 
w reck’’ in U .S. foreign 
relations. 
The Pentagon attorneys 
contacted say that under 
m ilita ry procedure any 


have been. Instead, the 
seething présidait sacked the 
general and forced him into 
retirement. 
In recent times, Article 88 
has been used only against one 
soldier, a Lt. Harry Howes 
Jr., of the Vietnam era. Howe 
was tried for “ wrongfully tak­ 
ing p art in a public 
demonstration” in which he 
carried a sign denouncing 
Lyndon Johnson’s “ fascist 
aggression in Vietnam.” He 
was dismissed from service 
and spent three months in jail. 
It is the Howe conviction 
that most troubles m ilitary 
critics of Article 88. They 
believe the article is impossi­ 
ble to fairly enforce, because: 
"If we tried everyone who 
criticized politicians we’d all 
be locked up.” Besides, add 
the sources, “ What is con­ 
temptuous language anyway? 
The article is too vague to be 
of any value.” 
At least one member of the 
m ilitary’s highest appellate 
court agrees that Article 88 
should be purged. Judge 
William Cook, a civilian who 
serves on the three-man court 
of m ilitary appeals, says the 
article probably violates the 
first amendment : “ It’s my 
opinion that anyone, even 
soldiers, have the right to cuss 
out the government.” 
Cook says the article is so 
broad as to “ be a threat to 
thousands of Americans.” He 
says that UCMJ governs all 
regularly commissioned of­ 
ficers, retired as well as ac­ 
tive, therefore some service 
people are never in their lives

DETRO IT - (N EA ) - This 
is a city of vivid contrasts. 
As sharply delineated as the 
soaring towers of a spec­ 
tacular skyscraper complex 
— Renaissance Center — 
nearing completion on the 
riverfront. Or the flat squares 
of abandoned lots one can see 
from its vantage point. 
As extreme as hope and 
despair, growth and decay, 
security and fear 
One goes south from Detroit 
to reach Canada One goes in 
any other direction to escape 
despair, decay and fear, as 20 
per cent of Detroit's popula­ 
tion, both black and white, 
have done since 1950 — but not 
as many blacks as whites, 
since the nation’s fifth largest 
city, hard-pressed for that 


ranking by vigorous Houston, 
is now more than half black. 
One goes up, however, 
literally up to the skies, to find 
rebirth, or the promise of it. 
If it is possible to be un­ 
concerned about the fate of 
Detroit, whose problems after 
all are only those of a hundred 
other cities, if on a magnified 
scale, it is impossible to be un­ 
excited by the Renaissance 
Center. 
At the core, a 70-story cir­ 
cular glass hotel — the 
Detroit Plaza — scheduled to 
be opened in March, 1977. 
Surrounding it, four lesser of­ 
fice towers, already partially 
occupied. At the base, a 14- 
acre “ podium,-' with parking 
garages, restaurants, enter­ 
tainment facilities and space 
for 100 retail stores in an 


enclosed three-level shopping 
mall. 
A third again as large as 
New York’s Rockefeller 
Center, three times as large 
as Atlanta’s Peachtree 
Center At $337 million the 
largest privately financed 
project in history, the 
brainchild of Henry Ford II 
and 51 corporate members of 
the Renaissance Center 
Partnership. 
Despite the massiveness of 
it all, and even amid the jum­ 
ble and dirt of construction, 
the surprising impression is 
one of airiness and light. The 
best place to view the RenCen 
(as Detroiters, perhaps to 
reduce it to more humanly 
comprehensible terms, call 
it) is actually from inside it. 
from the atrium at the hotel’s 


base, inis is an eight-story 
skylighted expanse, criss­ 
crossed by aerial walkways 
high above a giant reflecting 
pool, hanging gardens and 
cocktail pods. 
From anywhere within it, a 
different vista of the outer 
glass towers, of reflection 
upon reflection, dazzles and 
redazzles the visitor This is 
the brainchild of John Port- 
man Associates of Atlanta, 
d e sig n e rs 
of 
fam ed 
Peachtree 
They call it the “ Jesus 
Christ school of architec­ 
ture,” for that is the name 
everyone invokes, and in no 
irreverent sense, upon first 
entering the atrium 
This is what architecture 
ought to be. one thinks And 
inevitably: If the mind and 


hand of man are capable of 
this, surely a city can be sav­ 
ed. 
No one, of course, including 
its planners, thinks that the 
Renaissance Center alone will 
revitalize Detroit. Some peo­ 
ple, in fact, are afraid it may 
do just the opposite, that in­ 
stead of radiating a spirit of 
renew al outward it w ill 
become a thing unto itself, 
drawing off business energy 
from the rest of downtown and 
thus accelerating the decay it 
is designed to reverse. 
Nor do buildings, however 
grandiose, a city make A city 
is people, and if people cannot 
live decently in the city, if 
they cannot find work there, if 
they are afraid to walk its 
streets, the decay goes far 
deeper than brick or stone 


Last August, black gangs in­ 
vaded a rock concert at ( obo 
Hall, within the very shadow 
of Renaissance Center, rob­ 
bing. raping, terrorizing the 


white audience. For those who 
were there, or who merely 
read about it. it will be a long 
time before they venture 
downtown again for any 
reason 


Where were the police’’ 
Nearly 1,000 out of a force of 
5,000 were laid off in July to 
help the city balance its 
budget. Where is the money 
that could have kept them0 


Gone north and east and west 
with Detroit's fleeing middle- 
class taxpayers, gone with the 
jobs Detroit lost or did not 
¿a in because of the recession

cept of civilian control over 
m ilitary forces. 
In its two centuries of 
American history, however, 
the article has seldom been in­ 
voked. Prior to World War II, 
famed aviator Billy Mitchell 
was tried for insubordinate 
activity that included the 
alleged use of “ highly con­ 
temptuous and disrespectful” 
criticism of both his m ilitary 
and civilian superiors He was 
convicted. 
Also, during the Korean 
W ar, 
Gen. 
Douglas 
MacArthur angered the White 
House with his raw opinions 
regarding Harry Truman’s 
combat mentality. MacArthur 
was not court martialed, 
although some Truman aides 
believed he could and should 


allowed to gripe safely about 
their leaders. 
Cook 
says 
he 
has 
recommended that Article 88 
be struck from the Uniform 
Code, but so far his suggestion 
has been ignored. M ilitary 
authorities continue to believe 
the article is necessary for 
good order and proper con­ 
duct. “ Freedom of speech is 
not absolute,” the proponents 
explain, “ the Supreme Court 
has said this many times.” 
Hence, officially, all com­ 
missioned m ilitary officers 
continue to be subject to the 
speech restrictions of Article 
88 In the review of Henry 
Howe’s 1968 conviction, the 
appellant determined that 
“ the evil which the article 
seeks to avoid is the impair­ 
ment of discipline and promo­ 
tion of insubordination.” That 
ruling stands. 
Gen Brown’s office says it 
has no comment concerning 
Article 88. The maximum 
penalty for offenders is dis­ 
m issal 
from 
service , 
forfeiture of all pay and 
allowances, and three years 
confinement.

Let aluminum pots 
soak with cleanser

DEAR POLLY — Is there an easy way to remove 
burned on cooking oil from aluminum cooking utensils0 
Elbow grease is not too successful. — MRS. C.C W 
DEAR MRS. C.C.W. — 1 have alw ays had success 
rem oving most any burned on food from aluminum pans 
by soaking in hoi water with cleanser in it and then 
scrubbing with a soap-filled steel wool pad. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I am a volunteer hospital worker and fre­ 
quently forgot to wear my name tag until I came up with the 
idea of sewing a contrasting color thread on the place on my 
uniform where the name tag belongs This thread reminds me 
to put on the tag as the thread is never removed — MRS 
J B S. 
DEAR POLLY - Since one usually has a limited number of 
maternity garments a sleeveless blouse with an elastic waist 
and slit neck makes a nic' vest to wear over a regular blouse 
with the last two or three buttons left unbottoned — PAULA 
DEAR POLLY — You can make your own whipped soft 
margarine by whipping in the mixer until fluffy Old panty 
hose are good to use for stuffing pillows Cut off the elastic at 
the top (this will make waistbands for children s pants you 
may be making) as well as the seams and toes so there are no 
lumps in the pillows Such pillows are washable and dry very 
fast To keep your house dog from making a mess at night shut 
him in a small room as a dog will not use the bathroom where 
he has to sleep — JEANINE. 
DEAR POLLY — Rather than have to find a remedy for dis 
colored nylon garments 1 have found it is easier to prevent 
such discoloring To avoid discoloring which occurs after fre­ 
quent washings follow the following simple rule. ‘Keep the 
garments away from the heat.” Wash in cold water and do noi 
place such things in a hot dryer Use the air dry cycle or let it 
drip dry away from the heat I have several white nylon 
blouses that I have always laundered this way and they still 
look as white as when they were new and some are several 
years old 
When washing curtains I use vinegar in the rinse cycle as tt 
removes the soap film but leaves the curtains crisp and fresh 
looking Often conventional fabric rinses leave curtains limp 
and soft so I like the vinegar better — P M L. 
DEAR POLLY - I have a different use for worn pantyhose 
I cut them in strips round and round the leg going up or down 
and making the strips about two inches wide I use these strips 
to crochet around wire coat hangers Garments do not slip off 
hangers so covered and the clothes hang properly.

"I lik e being a m eter 
reader,” Belluz said, “because 
I can start early and get off ear­ 
ly so that I have time to go out 
and check on my herd and do 
chores.after work.” 
Belluz leases 150 acres just 
north of Lompoc and runs 24 
head of cattle on the land. 
“I started out buying drop’ 
calves from dairies,” Belluz 
said.

At p resen t, B ellu z has 
predominatly Holstein and 
H e re fo r d c r o s s -b r e e d s , 
although he has crossed some of 
their offspring with Black 
Angus to produce more beef. 
“I also have a half-Hereford- 
half-Holstein named “ Baby 
Girl” that I raised from the 
time she was one day old. I had 
to feed her from a baby bottle. 
Now she’s three years old and 
has just become a mother." 
Belluz also has a two-year-old 
purebred Black Angus bull that 
will go from his present 1.300 
pounds to around 1,700 or 1,800 
pounds when he is full grown. 
“I’m hoping he’s the beginn­ 
ing of the all-Black Angus herd 
that I hope to have someday,” 
Belluz said. “ I think Black 
Angus is the best beef breed, 
but it will be a while before I 
get around to being that selec­ 
tive.”

WASHINGTON - The financially 
troubled Postal Service should con­ 
centrate on making its undependable 
deliveries more reliable instead of 
faster, the Postal Service Commission 
has urged in a confidential study. 
The spotty mail service should hold 
costs down by cutting back deliveries to 
five days a week, not 
by closing needed 
rural post offices, 
recommends the long- 
a w a ite d 
fe d e r a l 
report. 
We have obtained an 
advance copy of the 
report by the Postal 
Service Commission, 
which held 26 days of 
hearings in 21 cities to 
determ ine how the 
much-maligned mail 
service might be im­ 
proved Congress made the Postal Ser­ 
vice a semi-independent agency in 1971 
in a move to get it into the black, but 
Capitol Hill had to kick in over $1 billion 
last year just to keep the mail moving. 
In fact, the postal operation cost twice 
as much last year as it did in 1968, and 
the declining service that the 13-cent 
stamp now buys has made it the target of 
increasing public resentment. The com­ 
mission's recommendations, therefore, 
will have a major impact on the shape of 
mail delivery in the coming years. 
According to the draft report, these 
are the panel’s major suggestions: 
— Rural post offices should not be 
closed to save money. If small post of­ 
fices had not been closed in recent years, 
there would be nearly 77,000 post offices 
today instead of 30,000 “ Post offices 
provide major government services, es­ 
pecially to rural America,” the study 
observes. Closing the small offices to cut 
costs “hardly seems to be a fair return to 
the rural taxpayer.” 


proved. The report sharply criticized 
parcel post, where volume has steadily 
declined since 1953. A major reason is 
that the bulk mail machinery often 
mangles packages and sends them to the 
wrong destinations. “Doubt lingers in 
our minds.” the commissioners said, 
that the service is doing all it can to 
make every aspect of parcel post more 
“competitive.” 


— The change-of-address system 
should be improved. Forwarding of mail 
should be made more accurate and more 
timely, and should be free for a year. 
— Postal workers should be better 
trained and supervised. This would im­ 
prove service by reducing “unacceptably 
high” human errors and machine 
malfunctions, the study contends. 


The commission blames rising salaries 
for much of the Postal Service’s in­ 
creased costs. While postal costs have in­ 
creased from $9.2 billion in 1971 to $14.1 
billion last year, three AFL-CIO union 
agreements have boosted wage costs a 
staggering 61 per cent. This compares to 
a 47 per cent jump in private salaries and 
a 40 per cent boost in prices over the 
same period. The price of a first-class 
stamp, however, went up 117 per cent. 
While the public will support some ser­ 
vice reductions to keep costs down, says 
the study, it would rather have Congress 
spend more money to keep essential ser- 


vices intact. Not surprisingly, more peo­ 
ple favor increased public subsidies for 
mail service instead of having to pay 
higher postal rates themselves. The 
commission, therefore, recommends 
that Congress spend $625 million to wipe 
out the service’s operating deficit. 
First-class mail faces major competi­ 
tion in the future from electronic com­ 
munications systems, notes the report. 
The Postal Service should utilize this 
new technology if it is to keep pace with 
competitors, it recommends. 
Despite modest productivity gains, 
mail volume will continue to decline in 
the future, and there is little the Postal 
Service can do about it. In fact, the com­ 
missioners paint a bleak picture of the 
service’s future. ‘‘Achieving self- 
sufficiency by 1985 would be extremely 
difficult, if not impossible,” the report 
contends. “Unless dramatic changes oc­ 
cur, the prospects are not encouraging.” 
The upshot is that American taxpayers 
will have to get used to paying more 
money for less mail service. But mail 
delivery can be made more efficient and 
rising costs held down only if the Postal 
Service takes drastic steps to improve 
itself. 
Concludes the report bleakly: “The 
future of the Postal Service does not ap­ 
pear favorable, and developments over 
which the Postal Service has no control 
may make the situation more difficult.”

According to a Nielsen 
survey cited by the commission, 80 per 
cent of the public favors this approach as 
the least painful way to cut costs. If 
Congress adopts this recommendation, 
Saturday’s mail probably will disappear. 


— Higher rates should be charged for 
guaranteed, next-day delivery. Although 
five-day delivery would be more ef­ 
ficient, those who demand faster service 
should bear the increased cost, the 
report advises. 


— The number of collection boxes at 
convenient locations should be in­ 
creased More postal facilities should be 
located where people shop or do 
business, the study suggests, such as 
shopping centers and government 
buildings 


— Post offices should make their hours 
more convenient to the public. Without 
increasing the total number of hours, 
postal facilities should remain open 
evenings and Saturdays to accommodate 
people who work

Dear Mr. Fitzpatrick: 
1. I questioned neither your ethics nor 
your integrity, but the excesses to which 
your zeal took you when you proposed 
reading Edgar Smith's love letters in 
open court to demonstrate something or 
other. I am not a trained jurist nor a 
trained psychologist. But the judge who 
released Smith was the former, and 
pronounced him "rehabilitated” ; and 
the psychiatrist who examined him prior 
to his release pronounced him unlikely 
to return to crime. Your position was 
what one might call boilerplate hostility. 
2. It is hardly out of a perverted sense 
of justice that one interests oneself in the 
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question whether justice was actually 
done Smith’s trial lawyer was convinced 
of his innocence, so was the private in­ 
vestigator. The state’s case was riddled 
with ambiguity, and in one respect (the 
coroner’s report) was inconsistent with 
Smith's guilt. 
3. My power as a journalist can hardly 
be held responsible for a ruling, after an 
extensive hearing, by a district court 
judge that Smith had been unfairly tried, 
which opinion was sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
4. No lawyer I came across 
in the 
course of examining the circumstances 
believes that the Zielinski murder was 
properly murder in the first degree. That 
it was second degree murder was also 
the opinion of the judge who released 
Smith. Fourteen and one-half years in 
jail falls well over on the strict side of a 
second degree sentence. If I had not 
entered the case in the first place, and if 
he had been properly charged. Smith 
would have been out ahead of when he 
actually got out. 
5. Your suggestion that I knew all 
along that he was guilty contradicts your 
subseauent statement that I “made an 
error” (if I had known he was guilty, and 
yet depicted him as innocent, I’d have 
been iniquitous, not mistaken); and is, 
by the way, as contemptible as the ob­ 
vious pleasure you take from Smith’s 
later pursuit of his criminal career. 
6. Four months before Smith confessed 
to the Zielinski murder, I wrote in my 
column (Nov. 20, 1976) everything I have 
to say on the subject, to wit, “I believe 
now that (Smith) was guilty of the first 
crime There is no mechanism as yet 
perfected that will establish beyond 
question a person’s guilt or innocence. 
There will be guilty people freed this 
year and every year. But for those who 
believe that the case of Edgar Smith 
warrants a vow to accept the ruling of a 
court as always definitive, it is only 
necessary to remind ourselves that, this 
year and every year, an innocent man 
will be convicted. Edgar Smith has done 
quite enough damage in his lifetime 
without underwriting the doctrine that 
the verdict of a court is infallible.”

But there 
is one person who is glad she 
isn’t, and that one person is 
Lucille Ball.

There are two reasons for 
her happiness with being off 
the regular grind. One in­ 
volves the way TV has chang­ 
ed, the other the way the con­ 
tent of TV shows has changed. 
“Today it’s so tough,” she 
says. “ I don’t feel any great 
accomplishment with what 
i've done, but at least I had a 
chance to do what I wanted to 
do Today, the networks don’t 
give you a chance.

homosexuality or orgies? Not 
very likely. 
So she figures she was on at 
the best possible time for her. 
She mirrored her era perfect­ 
ly. When she departed the 
weekly TV scene, innocence 
departed, too. For better or 
worse, TV changed when Lucy 
left. 
Lucille Ball made 482 half- 
hour episodes, plus 13 hour- 
long shows, in her long tenure 
on TV. The best of those were 
highlighted in a special CBS 
aired last fall. Gary Morton, 
her husband and producer, 
watches everything she ever 
did that had been preserved — 
25 hours of film. L ost, 
however, were some good 
appearances, including Lucy’s 
very first TV appearance. 
"That was in 1949,” she 
says, “with Ed Wynn. It was 
hilarious and a classic, but it’s 
lost. It was live and it was 
chaos — my wig came off and 
I got stuck in a door. 
“ I loved that man, Ed 
Wynn. It was a tremendous 
experience. That first time on 
his show he told me, ‘Lucy, this 
is our medium, don’t knock 
it. Millions and millions of 
people will see television. 
More people will see us in one 
night than would see us live in 
our whole lives.’ He was 
ahead of his time. He saw it 
all, knew what would com e.” 
It was a year later, 1950, 
when Lucy was approached to 
have her own show. She was 
deeply influenced by what 
Wynn had said, which made 
her open to the suggestion. 
Lucy recalls watching the 
growth of TV, from a few sets 
in a relatively few homes at 
the beginning. Then, almost 
o v e r n i g h t , TV a e r i a l s 
s p r o u t e d 
on 
h o m e s 
everywhere. 
"I think it was in 1953,” she 
says, “when I went on vaca­ 
tion to Hawaii. On the top of 
Kona, there was a hut belong­ 
ing to a little Japanese man 
who sold fish. And there was a 
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TV aerial on the hut. He saw 
me and grinned and said, 
‘Herro. Rucy. I Rove Rucy.’ I 
knew then that TV would soon 
be everywhere. And it was.” 
For many years, Lucille 
Ball was the undisputed queen 
of television. Now her re-runs 
are still popular, but there is 
no I Love Lucy any more. In a 
way, she misses it, but in a 
way she doesn’t. 
“ It 
w a s 
a b s o l u t e l y 
traumatic,” she says, “to lose 
my audience and my routine 
And I badly miss the people I 
worked with. I had people 
with me more than 20 years, 
and 
l o s i n g 
t h e m 
w a s 
traumatic. 
“We trained a lot of people. 
We set the pace. We made 
some inroads that have stood 
up all these years.” 


But, she says there is 
another side to the story. She 
says she actually stayed on 
the air for a few years longer 
than she had planned to. 
“I was on three or four 


years longer than 1 had ex­ 
pected to stay on,” she says. 
“1 stayed on to launch my kids 
(Desi Arnaz Jr. and Lucie Ar- 
naz) and that worked Both of 
them are doing very well 
now.” 
At the time I Love Lucy 
s t a r t e d , 
it was fr e sh, 
different, innovative. But she 
realizes that, in today’s TV 
climate, it is viewed as old- 
fashioned and stale. 


“If I were starting now,” 
she says, “and somebody 
offered me the I Love Lucy 
format, I’d turn it down. I 
know it wouldn’t sell today. 
Who’d buy it? It’s too tame. 
It’s not strong enough for 
anybody to care. It’s not 
biting or permissive. 
“TTiank God it started when 
it did.” 


Today, Lucy takes life 
easier. She owes CBS two 
more specials and she and 
Morton are toying with ideas 
for those. She thinks she 
might like to do a play. 
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glad she's left it

Caring for your ear 


Emission controls you can check 
by Ray Hill 


When emission controls first started ap­ 
pearing on automobiles in the early Sixties, 
they were mostly bolt on affairs. Often, 
whether they worked or not didn’t have too 
much effect on the engine’s performance. 
Today that's no longer true. 
Nowadays a lot of the emission controls 
are engineered into the car. If they don t 
work right, not only do you make the air 
dirtier but your car doesn’t run as well and 
gas mileage decreases. By checking a few of 
the emission controls occasionally, you can 
insure better performance and know that 
you’re not wasting expensive fuel because 
an emission control is malfunctioning. 
Periodically, say four times a year, check 
these items: 
Air filter: The air filter an emission con 
trol? That's right. If the air filter is dirty, 
less air gets into the carburetor. That 
means that the fuel air mix that goes to the 
combustion chambers is on the rich side 
(toomuch gas). 
Not only does that waste gas and 
decrease gas mileage, it makes the other 
emission controls work harder. In fact it 
makes the entire engine work harder. And 
it causes the engine to wear faster than it 
normally would. 
To check the air filter, remove the top 
from the air cleaner. Pull the paper filter 
element out and hold it up to a bright light 
and look at it. You should be able to see 
light through the filter. If there are places 
where you can’t see light, it’s dirty. Replace 
the filter. 
It’s a good rule of thumb to replace the 
filter once a year regardless. But if you do a 


lot of driving, especially in unfavorable con­ 
ditions. the filter may need replacing much 
sooner. 
, 
. 
Crankcase Ventilation Filter: This is a 
small filter located inside the air cleaner 
housing. Not all cars have it. But many 
Ford and GM models do. If your car has it 
you can check it while you have the air 
filter out. The crankcase breather sits in 
side of the air cleaner housing. It s a little 
filter on the side of the housing. You can't 
miss it. With the air filter out, it’s easily 
visible if it’s there. 


What do you do? Just look to see if it’s 
clogged up with oil and dirt. If it is, pull it 
out and replace it. If it’s not, then you don’t 
have to do anything. Normally you change 
the crankcase breather at the same time 
you change the air filter. But it should be 
checked each time you check the air filter. 
Sometimes it gets dirty faster than the air 
filter. 
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cover. Just look for a hose going into the 
valve cover, a hose that usually runs from 
the intake manifold, often from just under 
the carburetor. On a V-8 engine the PCV 
valve could be on either valve cover, or in 
front of or behind the intake manifold in the 
middle of the engine. If you have trouble 
finding it, your local mechanic will point it 
out to you in about two seconds. 
Just pull the PCV valve out of the valve 
cover. One end of it is still attached to its 
hose at this point. But that’s okay. Shake 
the valve up and down. There’s a little 
plunger in it that should move up and down 
when you shake it. If it does, and if the 
valve is not gummed up with sludge, the 
PCV valve is fine. If the plunger is stuck, or 
the valve is badly gummed up, replace it. 
Just remove the clamp that holds it in the 
hose and pull out the valve. Stick the new 
one in and retighten the clamp. Then stick 
it back in the valve cover. 
Just by periodically checking these three 
items, you’ve made an important step 
toward insuring a better running engine 
and good gas mileage. 
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What the crankcase ventilation filter 
does is allow crankcase gasses to enter the 
air cleaner where they’re sucked back 
down through t he carburetor and burned in 
the combustion chambers. The crankcase 
filter catches oil and other grit and pre­ 
vents it from being sucked down the car­ 
buretor. 
PCV Valve: This allows crankcase gasses 
to be drawn out of the engine, recirculated 
through the intake manifold and reburned 
in the cylinders. It serves much the same 
fu n ctio n as the c ra n k c a s e b re a th e r 
element. 
On a six cylinder engine the PCV valve is 
usually located somewhere on the valve

Coffee producers in the Sierra 
Nevada, on the Caribbean 
coast of Colombia, have been 
burning sacks of coffee rather 
than sell at the official price 
— and have threatened to 
grow marijuana instead. 
Coffee exporters, too, claim 
that the internal price is far 
too low, at less than a third of 
the international level. So 
smuggling is the most attrac­ 
tive outlet for producers in 
frontier areas. 
More than a million bags of 
coffee were smuggled out of 
Colombia last year, most to 
New Y o rk for sale to 
America’s giant food firms. 
Though the amount on offer 
in New York has dropped this 
year, the cargo boats from the 
island of Aruba (off Colom­ 
bia) continue their runs. In 
one week in mid-February 
three boats landed 14,009 
bags. But there are other 
markets for contraband 
coffee too, especially in 
Venezuela and non-producing 
Latin American countries, or 
in producing countries anx­

The transport of coffee 
along routes most often used 
for contraband — mainly 
those to the northern, eastern 
and south-western frontiers — 
has been banned and the a* my 
put in command of anti-coffee 
patrols. But, as the price of 
coffee rises, so do the bribes 
to bend the controls. 
The Sierra Nevada coffee 
burning is taken as a sign that 
growers in the region cannot 
get good prices from the 
smugglers and are forced for 
the first time in recent years 
to accept the official price 
paid to the federation of 
coffee growers. 
The biggest smuggling 
problem is the thousands of 
bags shipped out through the 
main ports, mixed in with 
legal cargoes, with doctored 
lading documents. Estimates 
of contraband for 1977 vary 
from 500,000 bags to 1.5 
million — 6-18 per cent of ex­ 
pected coffee production. 
Producers and exporters 
complain that Colombia’s 
high taxes, amounting to 
about 65 per cent of exports, 
encourages smuggling, but 
the government is determined 
to freeze as much coffee in­ 
come as possible as part of its 
attack on inflation. 
Last year Colombia earned 
nearly |1 billion from legal 
coffee exports, and this year 
that could double. Likewise, 
contraband coffee dollars 
may top $400 million. 
The government has recent­ 
ly imposed exchange controls 
making it far more difficult to 
change dollars freely, so the 
smugglers will now have to 
devise new ways for enjoying 
their income.

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Growing tastier tomatoes 


by Allan and Sballa Swanson 


fusarium wilts. It has large, 
firm, delicious fruits, yields 
heavily over a long season. 
Beefmaster is huge, up to 2 lbs 
each fruit. Better Boy, Spring 
Giant, an all-America selec­ 
tion, Burpee’s Big Girl hybrid, 
Big Boy Giant hybrid. Big 
Early and Delicious are all 
fine too. 
For greatest success buy 
seeds and start them indoors 
in pots, peat pellets or trays. 
Although garden centers sell 
prestarted good varieties, you 
have a much wider choice 
when you start your own from 
seeds. 
Use sterile starting mix to 
avoid damping off disease 
which occurs often in garden 
soil that may kill seedlings. 
Peat pots or Jiffy 7 pellets are 
better because roots can grow 
right through pot sides when 
planted in the garden. Follow 
seed packet planting direc­ 
tions carefully. After seeds 
sprout, pinch off smaller, 
weaker ones in pots and thin 
in trays or flats to give plants 
two-inch room each way to 
develop. 


When seedlings are six to 
eight inches tall and frost free 
outdoor planting time is about 
two weeks away, harden off 
the seedlings. Move them to a 
cooler area, about 55 degrees. 
This hardens and prepares 
them for outdoor life. If plants 
become leggy or excessively 
tall, don’t worry. Tomato 
plants do root along stems. 
Simply plant them on a slant, 
bending stems carefully and 
covering with soil, leaving 
just the leafy top portion 
above ground. This lets new 
roots supplement those which 
developed originally on the 
plants for faster growth and 
eventual earlier harvest. 
Tomatoes like to climb. 
(S)S I S A L E 
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Stake them up by tying to 
posts as they grow. They’re 
easier to tend that way and 
you save ground growing 
room. Tomatoes can be train­ 
ed up fences too by tying to 
the wires. A wire cylinder is 
even better. Branches grow 
out to support the plant as it 
develops. Growing up keeps 
fruit off wet ground, makes it 
easier to see and pick and lets 
the sun put that sugar 
sweetness in each fruit.

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Impatiens 


Not long ago, I was invited to a 
black-tie cocktail and buffet-dinner 
party in a New York penthouse apart­ 
m ent. E veryw here I looked, the 
glamorous people were either disco 
dancing or talking and laughing 
animatedly, undoubtedly saying all kinds 
of wickedly clever things. 
Or so I thought as I gathered up my 
courage and headed for a group of the 
talkers. About three steps away, I dis­ 
tinctly heard the word “ impatiens,” at 
which point my presence was welcomed 
and, with hardly a pause, a slinky 
woman, wearing what I was thinking 
must be Halston’s latest, continued, 
“ ...trust me, if you want flowers in the 
shade, plant impatiens.*' 
This, I thought, is too good to be true. 
Brittle-chic small talk scares me to 
death; impatiens is quite another thing. 
In fact, only a week before the party, I 
had spent a day at the United States 
Department of Agriculture in Beltsville, 
M aryland, interview ing Dr. Toru 
Arisumi about his remarkable success in 
breeding impatiens. 
My Halston woman was right, of 
course, there is nothing like impatiens if 
you want colorful flowers outdoors in the 
shade in warm weather. But the exciting 
news is in recently developed hybrids 
with colorfully variegated leaves, often 
with an amazing profusion of unusually 
large flowers. Dr. Arisumi’s introduc­ 
tion. Sweet Sue, for example, has apple- 
green leaves with a band of white down 
the center and countless vivid orange 
flowers almost 3 inches across. 


Although vast improvements have 
been made in impatiens since World War 
II, it was not until plant explorers 
brought back some newly discovered 
species from New Guinea in the late six­ 
ties that dramatic changes began to oc­ 
cur. 
Since impatiens grows quickly to 
flowering-size, either from stem cuttings 
or seeds, hybrids of the New Guinea in 
species were available in limited supply 
to consumers within two years, and now 
they are widely available, either as 
Cyclone hybrids, which were developed 
at Iowa State University, or as the 
Painted and Rainbow hybrids developed 
by Dr. Arisumi. Look for started plants 
of any of these at your local garden 
center or nursery. 
One other new impatiens is Fancifrills, 
a double-flowered hybrid developed in 
California by breeder Glenn Goldsmith, 
and also available this year in the form 
of started plants from local growers The 
Park Seed Company in Greenwood, S.C., 
has also introduced Garden Blues, an im­ 
patiens with bright cyclamen purple 
flowers. 
If you’re planning to grow impatiens 
outdoors this summer, here is the care I 
recommend: Plant out in the ground or 
in containers only after the weather has 
warmed and there is no danger of frost. 
Soil: Humusy and well-drained; you can 
prepare an excellent growing medium 
for containers by mixing together equal 
parts packaged all-purpose potting soil, 
sphagnum peat moss and vermiculite. 
Water often enough to keep the roots

evenly moist at all times; severe drying 
causes older leaves and flowerbuds to 
die prematurely. Light: Bright, open 
shade; direct sun for an hour or two a 
day is acceptable, but be sure the soil is 
moist. Feed regularly according to 
directions on the fertilizer label; impa- 
tiens are highly sensitive to overfeeding 
with chemicals, so go easy. 
To grow impatiens as house plants, I 
suggest this treatment: Light, in or near 
a bright or sunny window, but with only a 
few hours of direct sun; or grow in a 
fluorescent-light garden. Temperature, 
average dwelling, but preferably not 
over 70F. during the cold-weather 
heating season. Humidity, medium (30 
per cent or m ore); mist the leaves daily, 
if possible. Fresh-air ventilation is vital 
to success with impatiens. Soil; equal 
parts packaged all-purpose, spaghnum 
peat moss and vermiculite. Water and 
feed as for impatiens outdoors. 


Q How can I propagate impatiens? 
A. From se?ds or cuttings, either way 
is easy. The seeds are tiny; scatter them 
over the surface of moist vermiculite; 


enclose planting in plastic until seedlings 
show. Transplant to individual small 
pots when large enough to handle. Allow 
about three months from sowing to first 
flowers. Stem cuttings 3 to 5 inches long 
will root quickly in water or in moist ver­ 
miculite; simply remove leaves from 
that part of the stem which will be sub­ 
merged in water or inserted in the ver­ 
miculite. Transplant to pots of regular 
soil when roots are about an inch long. 


Q. What causes my impatiens to have 
yellow-mottled leaves and tiny webs on 
the undersides? 


A. Red spider-mites. Their presence 
indicates you are attempting to grow 
your impatiens too hot and dry. Increase 
the humidity, decrease the temperature; 
be sure the soil is always evenly moist 
and that the plants receive fresh air that 
circulates freely. You may treat your 
mite-infested plants by spraying with a 
miticide such as Kelthane or Dimite; 
however, this won’t help the environ­ 
ment at the same time.

Six persons in the hotel elevator 
smiled at the tourist in the funny hat. It 
was a straw fedora plastered front to 
back, top to bottom, with calling cards 
badges, toy animals and match covers. 
The tourist in the funny hat smiled 
back. 
“You sure aren’t inconspicuous,” ven­ 
tured one of the passengers. 
“No,” said the man in the funny hat. 
“Don’t want to be. My wife has a hat just 
like this. We’ve worn them all over the 
world and you’d be surprised at how 
many people stop and talk to us.” 
Meeting people. A big enough thing at 
home, but possibly the No. 1 wish of 
travelers who go abroad. But do you 
really need a gimmick to get anywhere? 
My guess is that these days most peo­ 
ple need something. Strangers sit beside 
each other even on eight-hour plane rides 
and never exchange more than an “ex­ 
cuse me” or a "thank you.” Lonely cou­ 
ples sit in hotel lobbies and stare at, but 
don't speak to, other equally lonely peo­ 
ple Seven-day cruises stretch into their 
fourth or fifth day without some pas­ 
sengers so much as learning the names 
of their table partners. Going off to 
another comer of the world, then, and 
trying to meet the “natives” is likely to 
take more push than such people have. 
Hie British, though, have some neat 
solutions that may be offers you can’t 
refuse — for two particularly good 
reasons: fun and money 
If, for instance, you want to meet peo­ 
ple and really get to know how they live, 
obviously the thing to do is live with 
them. In Great Britain, this is relatively 
easy. In fact, you can become a paying 
guest and take your pick of places. 


Among other possibilities, there’s 
room for a fam ily to sh a re a 
stockbroker’s Queen Anne house with 
pool and tennis court near Winchester, 
for an American widow to stay at the 
London apartment of an English widow, 
for a touring couple to headquarter 
themselves at the 17th Century thatched 
farmhouse in the Devon countryside. 
Such live-in programs are available at 
prices ranging from as little as $3.50 a 
night for bed and breakfast in a 
farmhouse to as much as $25 for each of 
two persons per night to stay at a stately 
home. Often you can arrange to take 
lunch or dinner with the host family as 
well. 
Over the years, the educational consul­ 
tant firm of J.P. and P.A. Laplace has 
turned into one of the companies that has 
built up a list of families who’ll take in 
students and other visitors for long and 
short stays. Upon receipt of a question­ 
naire that asks for a recent photo as well 
as about your interests and require­ 
ments, they’ll send you free the address 
and details of a family that will accept 
you. 
“All we ask is that you advise both the 
family and ourselves as quickly as possi­ 
ble upon receipt of our letters as to 
whether you wish to accept the accom­ 
m odation,” says the com pany’s 
brochure. 
An American, Janet Morton, in 
partnership with a British friend, also 
places paying houseguests. On Mrs. Mor­ 
ton’s list are about 60 families — “all 
people we have personally visited” — 
and the homes they offer include a 
number in such centers of interest as Ox­ 
ford, the Cotswolds, Edinburgh and 


London. Prices are $14-124.50 per person 
per night sharing a double room, $23-$35 
for singles, half-price for children under 
12. 
London is always a big attraction, par­ 
ticularly to first-time visitors, but Fami­ 
ly Holidays, a third firm that arranges 
home stays, strongly recommends get­ 
ting away from the usual tourist routes. 
It lists farmhouses in the English, Scot­ 
tish and Welsh countryside as well as 
suburban accommodations and homes 
near good beaches. Price is the same in 
all Family Holiday homes — about $47 a 
week per person, with three meals a day, 
or $40 with only breakfast and dinner. 
There’s a 15 per cent service charge for 
the agency. 
All firms in this business try to do 
some initial matchmaking, but further 
questions directed at your hosts are 
generally ad v isab le. For m any 
Americans, there’s more to discover 
than the people. The British, for in­ 
stance, are likely to eat far lighter meals 
than Americans do, have sm aller 
bedrooms and chillier, more spartan 
bathrooms. Family living can also be a 
more intense experience than some 
vacationers have in mind — in which 
case, there’s still another people- 
meeting alternative: Sign up for 
“schooling.” 
If you have an interest in anything 
from sailing to pony trekking to ghost 
hunting or sketching, chances are you 
can “study” it in Britain. The quotes are 
to indicate that students are not required 
to kill themselves working. There is 
evidence that “activity holidays,” as the 
British call them, are a veiled excuse for 
like-minded people to get together in

“ Once upon a time.” These 
are the magical words that 
have transported generations 
of children to m ythical 
kingdoms populated by court* 
ly 
knights, 
b e au tifu l 
princesses, firey dragons and 
enchanted beasties. 
Fairy tales, passed down 
orally through the ages and 
eventually collected in 
written form by the Grimm 
brothers, Perrault, La Fon­ 
taine and others, have been 
used as teaching tools, moral 
lessons, psychological studies 
and, of course, as sheer enter­ 
tainment. 
Child psychologist Bruno 
Bettleheim, in his book “ Uses 


of Enchantment; the Meaning 
and Importance of Fairy 
Tales,” says that folk-fairy 
tales are the most satisfying 
kind of reading for children 
because the tales entertain, 
stimulate the intellect and 
help foster personality 
development. He advocates a 
return to the fairy tale for 
bedtime and other family 
reading sessions. 
In recent years, illustrators 
have increasingly been using 
fairy tales as a source of 
creative expression; a trend 
beautifully exemplified by 
Nancy Eckholm Burkert’s ex­ 
quisite illustrations for “ Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs.”

like dwarfs, the breathtaking- 
ly innocent Snow White and 
the evil stepmother. In con­ 
trast to other, sweeter 
retellings, Randall Jarrell’s 
version adheres to the 
original, even to the final 
terror evoked when the wick­ 
ed queen is forced to “ put on 
the red-hot slippers and dance 
till she dropped down dead.” 
But the emphasis remains on 
goodness triumphing over 
evil. Illustrations closely 
mesh with story to provide a 
visual and literary experience 
that children will return to 
again and again. 
“ Tattercoats,” a less 
familiar tale than its variant 
"Cinderella,” is the story of a 
royal-born maiden, exiled to 
the kitchen, who longs to at­ 
tend the king's ball. Kept in 
rags by a grandfather who ig­ 
nores and despises her, the 
young girl cries out her desire 
to her only friend, the old 
gooseherder. 
“ Take fortune when it com­ 
es,” the herder admonishes 
and then pipes such a merry 
tune that no one notices the 
maiden’s tattered clothing 
when she arrives at the ball — 
certainly not the prince, who 
notices only her sweetness 
and beauty. 
Artist Diane Goode uses 
brush on parchment to create 
an old world ambience of 
turreted castles, half- 
timbered, gabled houses and 
thatched roofs. Rust and 
golden tones bring the pain­ 
tings to life. Throughout, the 
colors are rich in texture and 
soft in application. 
Humor is the mainstay of 
Tomie dePaola’s retelling of 
“ Strega Nona,” an old tale 


about a magical pot that con­ 
veniently boils and stops on 
cue. Strega Nona or “ Grand­ 
mother Witch” warns her ap­ 
prentice Big Anthony never to 
touch her pasta pot, which she 
controls with chants and 
kisses. One day in her absence 
Big Anthony decides to treat 
the townspeople to pasta. He 
chants the correct verses, but 
forgets that three kisses are 
an essential part of the 
rhyme. Mayhem results and 
the town is plastered with 
pasta before Nona returns to 
stop the deluge. For punish­ 
ment Big Anthony is given a 
fork and told to start eating! 
Red tiled roofs and columned 
arches provide the ap­ 
propriate Italian Renaissance 
backdrop.
